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Engineering, Physics And M athematics 


ut Departments Train Technical Students; 
Theory And Laboratory Work Stressed 


(Editor’s Note: Following is the twelfth of a series of articles written by Lorraine Elam, El Don re-

to acquaint students with various departments of the college.) ; 
: “A flourishing democracy demands an educated citizenry,” stressed Mr. Robert B. 
Clay, instructor of physics at SAC, “but a democracy in an atomic age demands even 


more of its citizens,’’ he added. 


“A thorough knowledge of physics is a requirement for engineers,“doctors, den- 
tists, pharmacists, chemists, ast- 


ronomers, meteorologists, as well 
as physicists. 

“Anyone who wants to under- 
stand the physical phenomena 
about us every hour of the day will 
find the answérs in a study of 
physics,”’ said Mr. Clay continuing, 
“He will know what makes the sky 
blue, what makes the sunset red, 
what causes the rainbow, why 
doubling the speed of a car in- 
creases the stopping distance four- 
fold, and dozens of other everyday 
occurrences. 


Laws of Physics 


“The students learn the funda- 
mental laws governing mechanics, 
chemistry, electricity, magnetism, 
heat, light, sound, and atomic phy- 
sics by studying the theory behind 
the laws, and putting this know- 
ledge into practice in the labora- 
tory,” said Clay. 

Films on a wide variety of sub- 
jects such as speed of light, light 
waves, radio and television, and 
sound waves are shown to further 
illustrate the working of the basic 
laws. 


Math Formulas 
“Scientists and engineers are 


not satisfied with expressing basic * 
laws verbally, they want them ex- 


pressed in exact mathematical for- 
mulas,’”’ explained Mr. Walter C. 
Warden, instructor of algebra, 
trigonometry, geometry, and cal- 
culus at SAC. 

“The mathematical processes 
and formulas that many times seem 
so hard'to learn did not just hap- 
pen,” remarked Warden, adding 
“They were developed over hun- 
dreds of years.”’ 

“Students who are majoring in 
engineering, chemistry, physics, or 
astronomy need a good solid foun- 
dation of mathematics,” he said 
continuing, “Many times students 
who have trouble in these fields 
can trace their difficulties to a 
deficiency in math.” 


“There is a constant demand for 
trained engineering students in all 
fields of engineering,” said Mr. 
Harold A. Moomaw, head of the 
SAC Engineering Department. 


“Of ‘course we must remember 
that the professional course in eng- 
ineering is a very difficult one,’ he 
explained and added, “To be suc- 
cessful in the field of engineering 
a student must excell in mathemat- 
ics, chemistry, and physics. 


SAC Prepares Engineers 

“The courses necessary for the 
first two years of training in all 
fields of engineering are offered 
at SAC. Students who have suc- 
cessfully completed the work re- 
quired in our engineering courses 
are accepted in all four-year col- 
leges and universities specializing 
in mechanical, civil, electrical, 
architectural, chemical, mining and 
petroleum engineering.” 

Moomaw also pointed out that, 
“Students receive a through train- 
ing in drafting, which is the graph-

Moomaw mentioned that “there 
are many scholarship opportunit- 
ies and work-study opportunities 
for those students who must fi- 
nance their own schooling. The 
great demand for engineers has 
caused industries and schools to 
cooperate in the financing and
